(Currently amended) An apparatus as claimed in claim 



1, characterized in that the actuating means are arranged so 
as to be pivotable about the pivotal axis, and the guide plate 
has at least two guide projections which each have a guide 
surface, the two guide surfaces being spaced at a distance 
from one another, which distance corresponds to the dimension 
of a record carrier to be printed in a direction parallel to 
the pitovtal pivotal axis. 
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
